ADMINISTRATION 


The administration takes the opportunity to wish 
all of vou success in whatever you undertake. Every 
student here in Washington High School has the 
opportunity and the duty to prepare himself to meet 
whatever life has to offer. The examples of our 
athletic teams, music, speech, debate, dramatics and 
other departments should be an inspiration and a 
challenge to every student. Their success has been 
due to good leadership, careful planning and hard 
work on the part of all concerned. 

Lincoln’s famous statement, "I will study and get 
ready and some day my chance will come,” certainly 
has implications for every student. 

Language, mathematics and science are tools that 
should be thoroughly mastered. There is always a 
demand for young poeple of ability" with good per¬ 
sonalities and habits who are dependable, honest, 
intelligent and self-reliant. 

Today, more than ever, we need an intelligent, 
enlightened citizenry who can distinguish between 
truth and propaganda, who will choose and follow 
wise leadership. Times look dark but instead of 
discouragement we need clear thinking and courage. 

Recently a group of Columbia University pro¬ 
fessors stated that they wanted students who could 
read with good speed and comprehension, who had 
reasonable facility in self expression both orally and 
in writing, who knew how to tackle a hard job and 
carry it through to completion, who had acquired 
the habit and zest for work. 

We believe that only in a democracy can the 
fullest possible realization of each individual’s poten¬ 
tialities be developed. One hundred sixty-five years 
ago our forefathers established the democratic form 
of government. In order to preserve that democracy 
free public education has been provided and estab¬ 
lished for all. Democracy acts through intelligent 
co-operation, with the rights and opinions of the 
minority being considered. Every right carries with 
it a responsibility. Free public education carries with 
it the responsibility for every individual to develop 
his potentialities to the utmost. 

Washington High School is doing its part in the 
National Defense program. At the present time the 


machine shop is running twenty-four hours a day. 
Nearlv a hundred men have already received supple- 
mentarv or pre-employment training. All of them 
have obtained employment or better jobs as a result 
of this training. Many of these now being trained 
will go to work in the new government ordnance 
plant being built between here and Canton. The 
other departments too are offering opportunity in 
many fields as for example the comptometers in the 
c o m m e r c i a 1 d e p a r t m e n t. 

The majority of the draftees recently inducted 
into the regular army from Massillon are ashmgton 
I Ugh School graduates. Our best wishes go with 

them and the hope that their training here will aid 
them in securing promotion. 

One recent high school graduate lepoits that as a 
result of his education he was promoted from the 
mill to the office. 

Now more than ever before there is need and 
opportunity for educated young people in both 

business and industry. Repeated calls come to the 
school for bovs and girls to till a variety of jobs. 

A person is educated not when he has attended 

school for twelve years, but when he has masteied 

several skills. The most important of these according 
to the President of Hamilton College aie. ( 1 ) ability 
to speak one’s own language corrcctN and effec 11 \ el\ 
in conversation and on one’s feet before an audience, 
(2) ability to read one’s own language with reason¬ 
able speed and competent comprehension, ( d ) ability 
to write clear and well-organized exposition in one s 
own language; (4) ability to read a foieign language 
with facility; (5) ability to think cleatI\ from a 
given set of facts and (6) ability to work and live 
with other people. 

The president of the National Education Associa¬ 
tion said as 1940 was dying, the Hit tire ot this 
country "is largely dependent on the extent to 
which our voting people are taught to be lo\al to out 
institutions anel freedoms, upon then unde i standing 
of democracy, its strengths, weaknesses and enemies, 
upon the eflicienc\ ot their vocational ti .lining and 
upon their willingness to sacrifice tot the eommon 
good.”

Before an overflow crowd of 2 2,000 the Massillon 
Tigers showed their greatest power in defeating the 
Toledo Waite Indians 2 8-0. This decisive victory 
proved to be Massillon’s answer to the dispute over 
the state title claims last year. Siebenaller’s punt was 
blocked by Kingham and Robinson recovered on the 
7. James went off tackle to score on the first play. 
In the second quarter Wallace blocked another punt 
on the Waite 17 but the ball rolled out of the end 
zone to go for an automatic safety and make it 8-0. 
The Tigers took the ball to the Waite 16 in six plays 
where James circled end for the touchdown. In the 
fourth period Getz set out on a 48 yard jaunt around 
left end behind a wall of blockers and side-stepped 
the safety man to score untouched. Getz’s conver¬ 
sion made it 21-0. Gillom intercepted a pass on the 
Waite 14 where Kingham took it over in two plays 
and Getz kicked the extra point. 


YOUNGSTOWN EAST 

Scoring four times in the first half, the Massillon 
machine defeated a battling East team 2 6-0 for their 
3 2nd straight victory. Massillon set out on its 
customary march after the opening kickoff and Blunt 
went over for the touchdown. Getz kicked the extra 
point. A few plays later James faded back and 
heaved a 54 yard touchdown pass to Gillom who 
raced over untouched. In the second period Massillon 
marched to their 49 where James raced around right 
end on a 51 yard jaunt behind the brilliant blocking 
of Horace Gillom. In the waning minutes of the 
first half the Tigers took a punt on their 2 2 and 
two plays advanced it to the 42. Then James fired 
a long pass to Getz who took it on his fingertips and 
raced over to complete a 48 yard touchdown play. 
Getz’s conversion was good. The second team played 
the entire last quarter and battled on even terms wi th 
the East first team. 


A record crowd of over 2 2,000 fans watched the 
Massillon Tigers and the Canton Bulldogs renew a 
football rivalry that dates back to 1894. They saw 
Massillon’s greatest team come from behind to whip 
the undefeated Bulldogs 3 4-6. In the second period 
Reale recovered for McKinley on their 3 7 and Gar¬ 
rison went around end for the touchdown. With a 
few minutes left in the first half James fired a long 
pass to Gillom who scored after a spectacular catch. 
Getz’s conversion made it 7-6 at the half. Massillon 
received on the Bulldog 3 0 and James went over in 
five plavs. Getz converted. Line plays took the ball 
to the 17 where the Tigers used a tricky forward 
pass play with Gillom making the catch in the end 
zone. Getz’s kick was good. In their next drive the 
Tigers took the ball to the 9 where Getz circled end 
to score and again kicked the extra point. After 
running 61 yards James passed to Robinson for the 
final score. 


SUMMARY OF FOOTBALL SEASON 

Coach Paul Brown climaxed a brilliant coaching 
career at Washington High School by bringing the 
sitxh straight mythical state championship to Mas¬ 
sillon. With machine-like precision the Tigers used 
deceptive plays, deadly blocking and tackling, and 
perfect timing to win 3 2 straight games. This yeai 
they piled up" 477 points to their opponents’ 6 and 
have performed before 168,000 people—more than 
any Ohio college except Ohio State. Massillon has 
gained national prominence from its team and swing 
band, which have been written up in many of the 
most famous publications in the country. ^ hen it 
(Tame to making the all-Ohio selections for 1940 the 
£ United Press placed the entire Massillon team on a 
s^sejuad of 2 8. The Associated Press placed Gillom, 
James, Wallace, and Russell on their eleven and 
named Gillom the outstanding player in the state. 
Coach BernTe Bicrman of the University of Minne¬ 
sota was the principal speaker at the Annual Booster 
Club Banquet. Harry James’ orchestra played for the 
gala Football Frolic which climaxed the season.

interview the great lens grinder, John Brashcar, 
and then, armed with the needed information, he 
dug a pit in his back yard, and set a flank of 
plate glass down in it, and after months of labor, 
tinned out an almost perfect mirror. (Now a 
mirror to be useful in a telescope must be so 
gi ound that all ravs of light falling upon it will 
come to a focus at one point. That point must 
not be so tar from the mirror as to make necessary 
a telescope tube or barrel of too great length. 
All this was tit-tat-toe to I rank Wagoner. But 

the e\ epieces-well, that was something else again. 

Bra shear must make them, for thev must be per¬ 
fect, and to make them involved even more intri¬ 
cate operations than mirror grinding.) John 
Brashear was called upon to make two eyepieces 
of different focal length to complete the lens 
equipment of the telescope. 

A ith the help of the manual training instructor 
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When Prank Wagoner graduated from high 
school he left a completed telescope to become a 
part of the equipment of the school. For a few 
years it was used, then the wooden parts yielded 
to the spears and arrows of mother nature. The 
telescope was dismantled, and mirror and eve- 
pieces stored in the physics laboratory. 

In 193 8 another bright boy with an interest in 
astronomy graduated from Washington High 
School. Robert Indorf also had a hunger for 
things mechanical. Jobs being scarcer than orchid 
frogskins, Bob spent his last farthings for a lathe, 
took it home, strapped it to the potato bin, and 
began giving himself some mechanical training. 
When the mirror and eyepieces came to light Bob 
and Mr. Crewson had a conference. Another 
Wagoner entered the picture, one J. L. Wagoner 
of Pittsburgh. He supplied encouragement, some 
material aid, and priceless contacts with astron¬ 
omers. Now two years pass. Several trips to 
Pittsburgh, several pleas by Crewson to the Wash¬ 
ington I hgh School Budget Commission (L. J. 
Smith, F. P. Kemp, Paul Brown, Earl Aeklev, and 
Hr. H. W. Bell), every member of which was a 
friend of the project and proved his friendship 
with grants of cold cash, many months of work 
by Bob Indorf, using his newly acquired mechan¬ 
ical skill to build himself a monument, and presto! 
A powerful telescope is now the property of our 
school. And it is housed permanently at Tiger 
Stadium in an observatory made possible by the 
combined efforts of F. J. Smith, H. S. Zepp, and 
Dr. FI. W. Bell. let all those who sav "Massillon 
has football only” take inventory.
